THE OUTLOOK. 
A BETTER FEELING. 

Lonxpos, April 12—The tone of comments 
on the political crisis is much more hopeful. 
The conviction is that Russia is preparing to 
accept Germany’s help to get out of the pres- 
sent dead-lock by such concessions as will se- 
cure a meeting ot the Congress. Prince Gorts- 
chakoff 's reply to Salisbury’s circular and the 
circular to which it was annexed were only pub- 
lished in St. Petersburg Thursday. 

AT VIENNA 
Prince Gortschakoff’s reply created an impres- 
sion of Russia’s willingness to find an accepta- 
ble method for reopening the negotiations. This 
moderate spirit is believed to be, in a great 
measure, due to the altered tone of the com- 
ments of the German, French, and Italian 
press and politicians concerning the Treaty ot 
San Stefano, which point to a probability of 
Russia, instead of England, being isolated in 
case of a rupture.

The alleged circular of Gortschakoff, which 
seems to reply to Austria's objections, is proba- 
pi the stupid hoax of some Paris newspaper. 

RUSSIA’S DESIRE. 

Sr. Pererssurs, April 12—The Journal de 
St. Petersburg, reviewing the opinions of the 
foreign press upon Gortschakoff’s reply, con- 
cludes as follows: The real desire of Russia 
to bring about a peaceful solution of existing 
difficulties meets with universal recognition.

DISCUSSION OF THE TREATY PRACTICALLY 
COMMENCED. 

St. Peterspoune, April 12.—The Agence Russe 
says: The Russian Government, by discussing 
in its answer to Lord Salisbury the objections 
raised by him on every point of the treaty, has 
practically established the discussion of the 
whole treaty, and thus shown how small a 
foundation the British objections had. If the 
Congress meets there will be no objection to a 
full discussion, but the submission of the treaty 
implies an act which no independent Power, 
England least of all, would admit.“ 

The Agence adds: Direct and amicable 
pourparlers continue, which, tnanks to the good 
offices of Germany, it may be hoped will lead to 
a satisfactory result.“

Boston, Mass., April 12.—A case of great im- 
portance to the theatrical world was decided in 
the Supreme Court to-day by Chief-Justice Gray. 
Mr. Johnston, owner of the Howard Atheneum, 
and lessee of the Gtobe Theatre, had advertised 
Lalla Rookh for production at the latter 
theatre pext week, with all the accessories of 
trained horses and other animals now performing 
at the New York Aquarium. Mr. Arthur Cheney, 
the proprietor of the Globe, to whom Stetson pays 
$20, 000 for the season, applied for an injunction, 
on the ground that the performance was not a the- 
atrical one, and, therefore, was in direct violation 


of the terms of the lease. It was admitted that a 
ring would be formed upon the stage, but the ele- 

ments usually aitendant upon a circus would not 
be presented. and there would be no clowns 

resent. The Court denied the motion 
or an injunction. By the terme of 
the lease the theatre is to be used for theatrical 
and musical performances only. and no low or dis- 
reputable performances are to be allowed therein. 
There was no evidence in this case of anything 
disreputable, nor was there ony evidence, 
from the manner in which the theatre 
was built, to show that aring would in any way 
affect the condition of the theatre. The question 
in the case was whether the defendant proposed to 
use the theatre for a theatrical performance. The 
evidence showed that the provosed performance 
was not ordinarily called atheatrical representation 
but the testimony was that such performances 
were often represented in theatres. Those who 
attend might not call them such, but they were 
withm the meaning of 2 term theatrical.

DEMOCRATIC ATTACKS ON NATIONAL AND 
COMMERCIAL PRUSPERITY 


The Democrats of Illinois are to be con- 
gratulated on one feature of the State cam- 
paign which they have inaugurated. They 
have cut loose from the inflation and Com- 
munistieo Nationals” to whom they have 
been pandering for the last three or four 
years, have nominated a ticket of their own, 
stand upon a platform of theirown make, 
and have manfully determined to sink or 
swim, survive or perish,” as Democrats. 
This is an exhibition of more pluck 
than that party in Illinois have mani- 
fested at any time since the Granger move- 
ment was started. It may result in defeat 
to them, but they will at least have the 
satisfaction in defeat that they did not dis- 
credit and humiliate themselves by joining 
their destiny with that of inflation lunatics 
and Communistic destructives. | 

Having said this much in behalf of the 
Illinois Democratic Convention, it is all that 
the utmost charity will warrant in their 
favor. The platform adopted is at once a 
medley of contradictions and a series of at- 
tacks on national and commercial prosperity. 
One of the first and most conspicnous reso- 
lutions adopted was to the effect that 
% graduated tax on incomes, over a 
reasonable sum for support, ought to be 
adopt and placed on the surplus 
profits of the wealthy who escape their just 
proportion of taxation.” This is put forth 
with the purpose of securing a part of the 
Communistic vote. Reliance is placed upon 
the hatred to capitalists of that class of men 
‘whose incomes will be ostensibly exempt, 
and who cannot comprehend that an oppres- 
sive tax on manufacture and traile must react 
with greater hardship upon the very classes 
who suppose themselves to be exempt. The 
exemption of an income of $500 would, in 
these times, exclude the laborers and most 
of the artisans. The proposed tax, then, 
would be 1 per cent,. say, on amounts over 
that up to $2,000, 2 per cent om amounts be- 
tween $2,000 and $5,000, & per cent on 
amounts over $5,000 and under $10,000, 10 
per cent over $10,000 and under a certain 
sum, and about half the income when it 
reaches above $25,000 a year. That is the 
principle of a progressive tar.” The men 
whose support is expected for this Com- 
munistic scheme ignore the obvious fact that 
such a system of taxation inevitably reduces 
the wages fund. Take the case of the man- 
ufacturer. If the income from the factory 
is reduced by $10.000 a year on account of 
progressive income taxation, he will 
make himself whole, if. possible, by raising 
the price of his goods to consumers and by 
reducing his pay-roll expenses, As the pro- 
posed law affects all classes of manufacturing, 
the result is that the wages of all mechanics 
are shaved down, and the prices of what 
they wear and use are put up. Do they

prices of their goods and reduce the wages 
just the same, but pocket the results and 
swindle the Government. The bankers and 
money-lenders will be governed by the law 
of self-protection ; if obliged to pay over to 
the Government a large part of their income, 
they will raise the rates of discount and in- 


terest on their customers. The railroads | 


will exact from the traveling and farming 
public what they have to pay in income tax, 
as they did when a war tax was levied on 
their gross receipts, and they will squeeze 
their employes at the same time. 

That is one phase of the matter which 
should commend itself to the men of small 
ihcomes ‘who foolishly fancy that they will 
escape the far-reaching injury of the pro- 
posed tax. Another phase is a blow struck at 
general commercial prosperity. The scheme 
involves the exposure of every man’s private 
business, with the thousand abuses incident 
thereto. The man who returns a large in- 
come not only pays a tax proportionately in 
excess of the smaller incomes,—which 1s 
equivalent to taxing enterprise, brains, 
thrift, and mdustry,—but he also becomes a 
victim of all the dead-beating devices of the 
community. The merchant who returns a 
small income, or no income, loses credit 
with his banker and creditor and the men 
with whom he does business, and may be 
ruined or driven out of the field by this cir- 
cumstance alone. A large income one year 
and a small one the next, both honestly 
returned, may ruin a business credit and 
reduce the victim of his own honesty to 
bankruptcy, while his neighbors, who should 
consent to perjure themselves to secure busi- 
ness advantages, would thnve upon their 
fraud and false swearing. 

To advocate so pernicious a scheme for 


demagogical purposes and to curry favor 


with Communists, the Illinois Democrats 
have committed themselves to the most 
glaring contradiction in their platform. 

There are two classes among the persons in 
and about Congress who advocate the in- 
come tax. One class are in favor of it, in 
order that the revenue it may yield will af- 
ford an excuse for reducing the tax on whisky 
and tobacco; in other words, they desire to 
tax the provident and temperate people for 
the benefit of the whisky saloons and topers. 

But the other class, which embraces the only 
respectable members of Congress in favor of 
the scheme. advocate it as the only means 
for maintaining the sinking-fund, which rep- 
resents the annual and now excessive reduc- 
tion of the debt. But the Illinois Demo- 
crats declare that it is not their intention 
„ to make any further reduction of the prin- 

cipal of the public debt at present.” Either 
this pretension is false, or else they have 
thus deprived themselves of the only respect- 
able reason that can be assigned for reim- 
posing the odious, injurious income war tax, 

which has always been regarded as an ex- 
treme measure, at once oppressive and cor- 
rupting in its effects. We presume Illinois 
Democrats, however, do not mind incon- 

sistencies in a platform, but merely regagd 

the latter as a meaningless formality, pro- 
viding it catches votes. 

This is not by any means the only contra- 
diction in the Democratic platform adopted 
at Springfield. In one place, the Convention 
declared itself in favor of United States 
bonds and Treasury notes being subjected to 
taxation the same as other property (mean- 
ing thereby State and local taxation), and 
yet, in another place, the Convention an- 
nounced that it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to replace the present bonds by the 
issue of other bonds bearing a lower rate of 
interest,” and also to issue popular bonds at 
a low rate of interest for the accommodation 
of savings-deposits. The simultaneous pro- 
mulgation of these two propositions could 
only have been made by thoughtless and 
ignorant people, even if Mr. Goupy was at 
the head of the Committee on Resolutions. 
Any man with half his wits about him can 
understand that United States bonds cannot 
be sold at a less rate of interestg m 
this country if they be subjected to 
State and municipal taxation. The Secretary 
of the Treasury has just arranged for the 
disposal at a premium of $50,000,000 of 
bonds for gold, at 45 per cent interest, and 
it is proposed to put the savings-bonds as low 
as4percent. But it would be impossible 
to secure any subscriptions for bonds at less 
than 7 or 8 per cent interest if they were 
subject to State and local taxation. A bond 
nominally bearing 44 per cent interest would 
not bringin more than 1 to 14 per cent in 
that event, and a 4 per cent bond would 
really be worth only 1} per cent per annum, 
—as State and local taxation tannot safely 
be reckoned at less than 2} cents; with us, 


it is considerably more. In fact, a 6 per cent 


bond (the highest rate drawn by any of the 
old bonds now outstanding) could not then 
be negotiated at par, for it would really pro- 
duce less than 4 per cent, and bonds cannot 
now be sold for 4 per cent in large quantities 
when free from tax. No Government bonds 
could then be negotiated at less than 7 per 
cent interest, and then they would be forced 
out of the country. All our bonds would go 
abroad if subject to local taxation. The in- 
terest on the national debt would ultimately 
be increased from $35,000,000 to 40, 000, 
000 per year, without yielding a dollar 
of revenue to the State and local 
Governments,—for we know of no system 
under which taxes can be assessed and col- 
lected in any State of the Union on securi- 
ties held in Canada, England, France, Hol- 
land, or Germany. And yet the Democrats 
of this State are committed to this prepos- 
terous scheme. The demand for the repeal 
of the Resumption act when greenbacks are 
within half a cent of the value of gold or 
silver is so preposterous that we reserve 
some comments thereon for a subsequent 
article. 

As to the blatherskite Fraxx Lawzzn’s 
Communistic demand that the system of 
leasing convict labor be abolished by law, 
we leave it to the farmers of this State, who 
generally elect a majority of the Legislature, 
to determine. The proposition is made to 
every Legislature that meets, and the farmers 
heretofore have always dealt with it in a 
summary fashion. When it shall come be- 
fore the next Legislature, the Grangers will 
ask, as heretofore, *‘ How, then, are we to 
support these convicts?” By taxation,” 
will be the only possible reply. Then we 
prefer that they shall support themselves, 
instead of living off of our taxes in idleness,” 
will probably be the response, as it hax 
been heretofore. 

It will be noticed that the platform, while 
favoring a substitution of Treasury-notes for 
bank-notes, does not advocate inflating or 
watering the currency, as the crazy ‘‘ Na- 
tionals propose doing.

‘* aye" or no“ when his name was called with 
as much ability as could be expended in the utter- 
ance of those monosyilables. He never originated 
a measure of value, and never antagonized persons 
if he could avoid it. He acquired popularity as 
nice fellow,” of negative rather than positive qual- 
ities. He will not be convicted of incendiarism for 
setting the prairies on fire. 


The Convention have offered the public a 
goody-goody sort of milksop as a substi- 
tute for a gallant Union soldier whom they 
spurned with contempt simply because he 
was one. The people will pass on this action 
at the polls.

DEATH OF WILLIAM I. TWEED. 
WILLIAM M. Twexp, who achieved consid- 
erable national reputation as the great Dem- 
ocratic “‘ boss” of New York City politics, 
and a world-wide notoriety by the manner in 
which he used the political machinery for 
fraudulent purposes and public robbery, is 


the taxpayers of that city, whom he bled so 
unmercifully in connection with other mem- 
bers of his party Ring, whose offenses have 
been condoned either by reparation or State’s 
evidence. He was born in poverty; he lived 
in luxury and he died in prison, so that the 
lesson of his life is not altogether: illogical. 
He had his brief time of enjoyment of his 
ill-gotten earnings, but the Nemesis of crime 
steadily followed him, and, in his old age, 


stripped of his vast accumulations, he met 
One to whom his old question— What are 
you going to do about it?”—had no perti- 
nence, and, as the prison-bell struck high 
noon, he passed away from the jurisdiction 
of earthly courts to be judged by a higher 
tribunal. 

Br. Tweep was born of Scotch parentage 
in New City, April 3, 1823, and was conse- 
quently 55 years old at the time of his death. 
His parents were very poor, and unable to 
give him more than the rudiments of educa- 
tion. He learned the trade of chair-making 
at an early age, and in 1851 began business 
with his brother as a furniture dealer. What 
he lacked in education he made up in native 
shrewdness and sharpness, and, as he had a 
pretty thorough knowledge of men and few 
scruples of a moral sort in his dealings with 
them, he was admirably adapted to become a 
political leader of the class to which he be- 


life as a ward politician, and was elected 
Alderman from the Seventh Ward. He had 
the same qualities which characterize the ward 
bummers of many other cities. There would 
be many more T'wrxps if they had his ability. 
He gathered a small faction about him 
which he gradually increased, correspond- 
ingly increasing his power, until he secured 
an election to Congress in 1853. Congress, 
however, was no place for a city ringster. 
However well his plans might be matured, 
they were in constant danger of frustration 
in any locality where he was not absolute, 
and he soon returned to his connection with 
local affairs, and developed his fraudulent 
schemes with amazing rapidity and success. 
He constantly increased the number of his 
adherents, and bound them to him so closely 
through various considerations that the Ring 
was too strong to be broken. In those days 
—from 1868 to 1871—Tammany was an all- 
powerful agent in New York politics, and he 
made it his agent by securing his 
election as Grand Sachem for several 
years continuously, during which time 
he not only secured an immense 
fortune by robbing the . taxpayers, but also 
used his great power and influence in con- 
nection with Mr. TD and other eminent 
Democratic reformers to inaugurate gigantic 
frauds at the ballot-box in connection with 
State and national politics. He not only 
stole millions of money from the City and 
County Treasury, but he stole the vote of a 
State. His control over the affairs of New 
York City soon became absolute, and the tax- 
payers were helpless. His control over the 
State was almost as absolute, but he used his 
influence at Albany mainly to perfect his 
plans in the city. The little faction that he 
had controlled in the Seventh Ward swelled 
to an army of forty or fifty thousand men 
who were ready to do his bidding, and who 
obeyed him as implicitly as ever slaves did 
their masters. The inside ring was Tween, 
CoxxolLr, Sweeny, and Harz, but there 
were still other rings revolving about 
it,—Genet, Warson, Woopwakp, Frexps, 
BaRNARD, Carpozo, and numerous city and 
county officials, members of the Legislature 
and of the courts. It was not long before 
the once poor chalrmaker was rolling in 
luxury. Under his administration six mill- 
ions of dollars were stolen, of which he took 
the lion’s share, through the familiar con- 
tract system, the other menibers of the Ring 
sharing in less extent, but all enriching them- 
selves. Whenever a protest was made against 
this organized and systematic robbery, tax- 
payers were met with the taunt, *‘ What will 
you do about it?” The taunt, however, 


came once too often. It was a long and bit- |, 


ter struggle, but at last the Ring was broken 
and its members fled in disgrace. The story 
of Twrep’s arrest and conviction, of his 
escape and rearrest, need not be told over 
again. He has paid a harder penalty for his 
crime than if he had made expiation accord- 
ing to the tenure of his original sentence. 
After living in palatial splendor, he died in a 
jail under condemnation of all honest men, 
and the crime which he had committed, 
working upon mind and body, killed him in 
his old age. He represented the most

New Yorx, April 12.—Worn out with anxiety 
and disease, and hopeless of release from prison, 
William Marcy Tweed, the great Ring Boss, dicd 
at noon to-day in the room in which he had been 
confined in Ludlow-Street Jail since his return 
as a captive to New Tork. Though not well for a 


lone time previously, an immediate fatal ending 


was not antictpated, and his death was a surprise 
to every one. A week ago Thursday Tweed com- 
plained that he was feeling worse than usual, and de- 
sired that Dr. Caruochan might be sent for. He was 
summoned, and found the patient suffering from a 
cémplication of dangerous disorders. He had 
taken a severe cold, which ended in an attack of 
bronchitis, and that was followed by pneumonia. 
He was also suffering from cystitis, and his old 
heart trouble gave him much pain. His pulse be- 
came very irregular, and there were marked signs

He was attended by Dr. Carnochan, who 
with him from an early hour this morning; also 
Foster Dewey, his Secretary, Mr. Douglass, his 
son-in-law, and Mr. Edelstein, of his counsel. All 
hopes of his recovery was abandoned soon after 11, 
when Dr. Carnochan announced a clogging of the 
heart and compiete nervous exhaustion. 

At the time of his death there was no struggle. 
as he passed away in sleep, with his head or 
upon his arm. Keeper Kirnin was hurriedly sum- 
moned three minutes before noon, and, reaching 
Mr. Tweed's room, the noon signal rang out, and

HIS MALAPY. 

Tweed had been dangero ill for several days. 
His death resulted from a mplication of disor- 
ders, but was caused directly by nervous exhaus- 
tion and clogging of the action of the heart. He 
was delirious last night and early this morning, 
when he was attended only by his servant. Later, 
he became calm and rallied. He was conscious 
till within a few moments of his death, and a short 
time before arank a little tea, which was handed 
to him by his son-in-law, Mr. Douglass. 

NO MEMBER OF HIS FAMILY 
was in the room when he died. al.hough his daugh- 
ter, Ars. Douglass, was in an adjoining apartment. 
Ilis wife, his sons Richard and William M., Ir. 
and other relatives, near and remote, were in 
Europe, where they have been for some months. 

His room was sumptuously furnished, bat — 
His 
beard was snow-white, and so was his hair. His 
face was very thin, but the dimensions of his figure 
had not been perceptibly reduced, 

THE CORONER’S SURY 
viewed the body, which lay on the bed where he 
died. Tue deposition of Dr. Carnochan was taken, 
and a verdict rendered in accordance with his 


statements. in which Dr. Cush coincided. Dr 


Carnochan certified that death was caused by peri- 
carditis (inflammation of the membranes around 
the heart), pneumonia, bronchitis, and chronic 
disease of the kidneys. He added that—although 
this was not included in the deposition—death was 
also caused by the moral shock produced by the 
constant excitement under which Iweed has been 
laboring. 0

THE EMPORIA STRIKE. 

A Great Cry and Little Wool—Account ef 
the Accidental Killing of a Man ina Man- 
ner Far from Blameless. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
LAWRENCE, Kan., April 12.— The most striking 
result of the late strike on the Atchison, Topeka 

& Santa Fe Road was the accidental killing of the 

Rev. O. J. Shannon, pastor of the Congregational 

Church at Emporia. The Coroner's jury 

in the case found that the deceased came 

to his death by the discharge of a 

gun in the hands of Pat O'Neal. and that, in caus- 

ing such death, O'Neal was guilty of culpable neg- 
ligence. The testimony of O'Neal himself was as 
follows: I reside m Leavenworth: resided 
there about 0 years; am not a member of the 

Leavenworth Rifle Company, but came here with 

the company Sunday night. My occupation is dig- 

ging coal. I came here vesterday,—Monday, April 
8,—abont 12 o'clock. The first I saw deceased was 

about half un hour after I had my breakfast. I 

don't know exactly what time it was. I first 

saw him in the car, where the company 
was, I was sitting among the boys in the car, jok- 
ing with thea. There was a gun in the same seat 
where I was® sitting. I took. tne gun 
up, not knowing

1 had the King gun when I came in 

the car after breakfast, and he took it from me. I 

found the gun which caused the killing leaning up 

agamet the side of the car in the seat. The de- 
ceased wat in range of tne gun when! pulled the 
trigger. I was sighting at deceased’s head—kind of 
drawing a bead on his head, calculating just to 
snap the gun. When I took aim I didn’t think the 
gun was loaded, as we had orders to unload guns 
when coming off duty. I jomed the company 
on Sunday, having no excuse except to 
get a mde to Topeka. I was informed 
when I enlisted that it was some private property. 
It was the talk among the boys that they were 
burning Topeka.’ O'Neal was bound over to ad- 
pear for trial. He is said to de stricken 
with riof at his carelessness. The 
body of Mr. Shannon was taken to his 
home at Rolling Prairie, Wis., tor interment. 

The Emporia News, concluding a long account of 

the strike, says: We have not undertaken to 

discuss the merits of the strike as between the 

men and their employers, considering that to be 4 

matter which interests them more than the 

general public. The strike would have attracted 
but little newspaper discussion had it not

In- 
deed, negotiations for such a match are already in 
progress, and, although no definite plans have 
yet been agreed upon, it is regarded as 
certain that the arrangements will be discussed 
as soon as O'Leary recovers from the effects of the 
recent walk. It is to be hoped that some plan will 
be adopted by which Vaughn maybe admitted to 
compete; for there is no doubt that his presence 
or the track would add very largely to the attend- 
ante. There are thousands who feel certain that 
he could beat both O'Leary and Weston, and, being 
an Englishman, he would be backed by his own 
countrymen with far more interest than either of 
the others.

His example 
has been followed by a multitude of canoeists 
exploring the water-courses of Europe and 
America, but we have not ard of 80 
prolonged a tour as this of Mr. Bishop, 
which extended from Quebec to the 
northwest coast of Florida,—a aistance of 2,500 
miles. Mr. Bishop developed an aptitude and 
fondness for travel at a very early age, having 
traversed the continent of South America on 
foot at the age of 17. After this brave begin- 
ning we may not be surprised at any achieve- 
ment of his in the same line which requires 
courage, skill, and endurance for its accomplish- 
ment. 

Mr. Bishop started on his boating expedition 
the morning of July 4, 1874,—leaving Quebec 
in a large wooden canoe, eighteen fect long, 
and weighing, with oars, rudder, mast, and sail, 
800 pounds. The size of this vessel demanded 
an assistant in managing it; consequently the 
traveler was attended by a saflor for the first 
500 miles of his voyage. A week was consumed 
in the rough passage of 140 miles from Quebec 
to Sorel, atown situated at the confluence of 


‘the Richelieu or Sorel River with the St. Law- 


rence. The Richelieu opened an easy avenue of 


eighty miles to the head of Lake Champlain, 
which Mr. Bishop makes out to be not above 


112 miles long. Following along the western 


shore of the lake, the Champlain Canal was en- 
tered at Whitehall, and exchanged for the Erie 


Canal at Troy. 

At Albany Mr. Bishop discarded the boat 
which had brought bim thus far for a paper 
canoe from the manufactory of Messrs. Waters 
& of Troy, the inventors and sole u- 

vessels made of this material. In

The cut across Hatteras Inlet—a perilous 
tidal gateway of the ocean—had been great! 
dreaded by the canoeist, who had even had his 
night hours tormented with fears of it. But it 
was made without mishap. It was a lonely, un- 
inhabited place, where no help in case of dis- 
aster could be counted upon, and, as the trav- 
eler approached it, a strong ebb was running 
out to sea. He writes that, Upon entering 
the swash, I thought of thé sharks which the 
Hatteras fishermen had told me frequently 
seized their oars, snapping the thin blades in 
pieces,—assuring me, at the same time, that 
mine would prove very attractive, being so white 
and glimmering in the water, and offering the 
same glittering fascination as a silver- 
spoon bait does to biude-fish. These cheerful 
suggestions caused a peculiar“ereening sensa- 
tion to come over me, but I tried to quiet my- 
self with the belief that the sharks had foilowed 
the blue-fish into deeper water to escape the 
cold weather.“ Pulling with ali his strength, 
the oarsman carried his boat safely over the 
rapid currents and bv the threatening shoals, 
when suddenly the waters around him “ seethed 
and foamed, and the short waves parted and 
closed, as great creatures rose from the deep 
into the air several feet, anil then fell heavily 
into the sea. My tiny shell rocked and pitched 
about wildly as these animals appeared and dis- 
appeared, leaping from the waves all around 
me, diving under the boat and reappearing on 
the opposite side. They iashed the current wit! 
their strong tails, and enorted or blowed 
most dismalivy. For an, instant sur- 
prise and alarm tgok such possession 
of me that not a muscle of my arms obeyed my 
will, and the canoe commenced to drift in the 
driving stream towards the open sea This 
confusion was only momentary, for, as soon as 
I discovered that my companions were por- 
poises, and only old acquaintances, I determined 
to avoid them as soon as possible.“ These fris- 
ky fishes, though very friendly, were dangerous 


companions, nevertheless, as, in their swift |- 


plunges and dashes about and under the frail 
canoe, one stroke of the tail would have cap- 
sized it and its owner, and made a quick ending 
of both. The canoeist outrode this danger, as 
he had done everv other, anil, as shallow water 
was reached, his aquatic comrades—a crowd of 
huge fellows, measuring from five to seven feet, 
and weighing from 200 ta 400 pounds each— 
parted from him with a loud nasal farewell. 

As Mr. Bishop proceeded along the borders of 
the Southern States, his lodgings were even 
more frequently found in the squalid cabins of 
the negroes or of the poorwhites. Hemet with 
generous treatment everywhere, and, among the 
more intelligent, pews of the progress of the 
wonderful voyager in the paver canoe traveled 
far in advance of him. His endeavors to give an 
equivalent in mone for the accommodation of 
a bed or a piace for his blanket by the fire, or 
for the best fare which the householder’s larder 
afforded, were always unsuccesstui. The uni- 
versal kindness and courtesy exhibited to the 
lonely traveler were perfectly expressed by the 
owner of a wretched log cabin in the wilderness, 
to whom he was indebted fora night’s enter- 
tainment. “ Stranger,“ slowly articulated the 
man, “stranger, I have known white men to be 
niggers enough to take a stranger's money for 
lodgings and vittles; but I am not that man.“ 

The paper canoe was the subject of oven-eved 
wonder and curious investigation wherever. it 
came to land. She's the dog-gonedest thing 
Jever seed, and jist as putty asa new coffin!” 
exclaimed one, a raiteman on a Southern river. 
** Indeed, she’s the handsomest trick I ever did 
blink on,“ said another. That feiier will 
make hisself a coffin vutof that vere gimcrack of 
an egg-sheil,’’ was the remark of a third: while 
all fingered the little craft, to be sure that it 
really was of paper; and many dented it with 
their nails, and some even stuck their kuite- 
blades into its sides, to make sure there was no 
deception in the account given of its mauufac- 
ture. 

On Sundays Mr. Bishop sometimes attended the 
meetings oi the the negroes, or de shoutings ”’ 
as they are appropriately named by the wor- 
shipers. On one occasion, e relates, A negro 
girl, decked with ribbons, called across the 
street to a young colored delinguent: ‘ You no 
goes to de shoutings, Sach! Why fur? You 
neber hears me shout, honey, and dey do sav J 
shouts so pretty. Come long wid me ow!“ “ 

The “ Maria Theresa” arrived. at the mouth 
of the St. Marv’s River, which divides Georgia 
from Florida, without having entered the open 
ocean in all its course, ‘save once, when its 
owner m#stook his way, and for a few moments 
rode on the breast of the broad sea. In @few 
instances he made a short portage from neces- 
sity or for convenience, but, with these excep- 
tions, he had found easv and clear navigation 
for his little craft from his first starting-point. 
The transit across Florida was made by means 
ol the St. Mary's and the Buwanee Rivers, and 
a short overland connection. 

While in these waters he frequently encoun- 
tered alligators, but all terror was wholly on 
the side of the saurians, There was grave 
reason to fear the deadly water-moccasin (Frig- 
ono cephalusp‘scivorus), hdwever, thousands of 
which were met in passing through the swamps 
along the Suwanee. This reptile is about two 
feet long and five or six inches round. The 
color is a dirty-brown, andthe tail ends in a 
horny point about a half-inch in length. This 
is harmless. despite the popular belief that. 
when it strikes either animal or plant, the blow 
is fatal. The bite of the snake is very poison- 
ous, even more so than that of the rattlesnake, 
Tne Suwanee had overflowed its banks at the 
time of Mr. Bishop’sjourney, and the moccasins 
had taken to the low limbs of the trees and the 
upper parts of the bushes, where they seemed 
to be basking in the sunlight. As his canoe 
glided along the shore, a few feet from the rep- 
tiles, they would arg 81 hiy into the water 
to hide from sight. Yet the moccasin is by no 
means timid by nature, and, if met some dis- 
tance from land, will frequently enter the ca- 
noe for refuge or for rest; and instances have 
been known where the occupant bas been so 
alarmed as to jump overboard and swun ashore 
in order to escape from the malignant reptiie.”’ 

Un the 26th of March, 1875, nearly nine 
months from the date of his departure from 
Quebec, Mr. Bishop rode out of the Suwance 
into the Gulf of Mexica. As he himself ex- 
pressed it. The Maria Theresa’ danced in 
the shimmering waters of the great Southern 
Sea, and my heart was light, for mv voyage was 
over.“ The details of the long and interesting 
journey are very agreeably related by him, and 
inamanner that proves him to have skili in 
natural history and in belles-lettres; as well as 
in canoe-traveling. The maps of his route, 
with which his book is abundantly supplied, 
were drawn and engraved at the United States 
Coast-Survey Bureau, and are, for their size, 
the most complete delineations of the United 
States coast that have ever been published.

This new edition of the Ariadne Florentina ”’ 
differs from the old one in having an appendix 
containing a half-dozen short articles, the most 
important of which discusses the present state 
of engrayiugin England.

INSECTS IN BRAZIL. 


PIONEERING IN SOUTH BRAZIL: Taree 
Years or Forrest anp Prainiz LiFe IN THE 
Province oF Parana. By Tuomas PF. Brae- 
MWirurn, Associate of the Institute of Civil En-

The author of this work was one of a party of 


Engiish and Swedish engineers employed in 
surveying a projected line from Curitiba, near 
the seaport of Paranagua, which is about 400 
miles southwest of Rio de Janeiro. Ne narrates 
some interesting experiences with the insect- 
life of the Brazilian Tropics. 
lowing extracts from au English review of his 


book: 

The gorgeous beauties of a semi - tropical forest, 
with its etranve birds and other lovely creatufes to 
delight the eye, would repay one for a few hard- 
ships. Bat. unfortanately."’ he says, there 
was an undercurrent of great misery, which, to he 
fully appreciated, must bave been felt.” This 
misery, in the summer at least, and in the forest 
region. is caused by the tormenting attacks of sev- 
erai different kinds of insects. We are made rather 
intimately acquainted with their nature and habits 
as we accompany the authorin his sylvan abode. 
There-are infinite swarms of mosquitoes; but it is 
scarcely worth while to mention that well-known 
pest of life in the wilds. A tiny fly, called ‘*pol- 
vora ” fram being as small and as multitudinous as 
atoms of dust, passes through the meshes of the 
finest mosquito-net, then penetrates the hair 
and beard, and sticks ite venomous little pro- 
boscis into the skin. The loathsome tick named 
‘+ carapatto,” when disturbed on the leaves or 
twigs of the underwood in the cutting of a path, 
swarms up men's trowser-legs, and fastens upon 

eir fesh. It has so firm a bite that, if they pluck 
it off. ite head is left buried deep in their flesh. 
diffusing a virulent poison of ite owu. The hairy 
caterpiliar, by day or night equally beautiful, with 
a luminous phosphorescence im the dark, and 
with a covering of brilliant hues like delicately- 
formed moss, the ends of which branch into point- 
ed antlers, inflicta with every point of these a very 
painful sting. A certain species of red ant has 
considerable powers of tormenting, But one of 
the worst enemies of mankind, as well as of cattle 
and dogs, is a big spotted fly, the botuga,“ which 
comes along silently and pricks the body of its 
victim. It encks no blood and instills no venom; 
its minute weapon, instantly withdrawn, leaves no 
soreness Or irritation at the time. The man thus 
slightly punctured does not rub or scratch 
bimeelf, bat forgets it im another moment. He 
little knows that he has received the deposit of an 
egg, which will soon become a the oar maggot, 
half an inch long after one week's growth, but ca- 
pable of growing to an inch and 5 im length 
and half an inch jn thickness. ith five rings of 
black spikes or bristles round its body. it has a 
horrid trick of revolving on its own axis, tearing 
the flesh anew by each of its hourly revolutions, 
The author saw as many as 200 of these bernes 
extracted from the body of one wretched dog: 
mules and oxen, and the wild deer, suffer likewise 
from the hideous visitation. Wasps and hornets 
come as a matter of course. The small black 
‘‘mirim” isa stingless bee, which crowds every 
inch of the exposed parts of the body so thickly as 
to leave no room forthe mosquito to alight there. 
It is therefore rather welcome as a protector, 
for it only tickles, instead of biting, 
or stinging, or dibbling a verminous egg; ‘* out it 
is impossible to eat luncheon without devouring 
half-a-dozen or more. On the other hand. it fur- 
nishes a delicious condiment for that meal by its 
honey. stored in little “3 in a hollow tree. The 
ants, both red and black, find their way into such 
trees, either for the honey or the grubs of this bee. 
In Mr. Bigg-Witber’s opinion, the so-called ant- 
bear—that queer beast to be seen.at our Zoological 
Gardens, darting a long. glutinous, whip-like 
tongue from its toothless hole of a mouth—is real- 
ly a honey-eater; and its mighty forelegs, with 
their tremendous claws, could tear open the side 


| of a decayed tree. as well as the domed mound of 


the ants’ substantially-built dwelling. South Amer- 
ican insects are not all hostile and hateful; taere 
are some of wondrous loveliness, The nightly dis- 
lay of fire-flies along both banks of the river, 
orming two wales of flashing brilliant 
sparks, frfleected in the placid water along 
which the canoe softly guded between them, was 
an exquisitely-beautiful sight. Now and then, 
shooting out from the dar forest and taking its 
flight across the illuminated river, with a deep 
roaring sound as it flew through the upper air, 
came the great. fire-beetie, carrying a pair of 
bright lamps on its shouldersand a phosphorescent 
light im ite tail. The effect of its passage is com- 


ared to thatof a carriage with a pair of coach-. 


amps in a country-lane on a dark night. The 
superb motha, too, and the variety of butterflies, 
are very attractive. There is great interest in the 
curious imitative deceptions of natural structure in 
the insecis resembling leaves or twigs; there is the 
„praying mantis. in its demure attitude watch- 
ing to seize a fly; and many another object in- 
vites entemological study. But we may well 
suppose that Mr. Bigg-Wither got more 
than enough of rsonal acquaintance with 
the inseci-life of that region. The plague of 
common fleas alone, which his dogs brought into 
his camp, robbed him of sleep for many succes- 
sive nights. He took refuge in a solitary hut. built 
for him at a distance up the river; allowing nobody 
else to go near it, he used to paddle up there at 
bedtime, undress and leave his clothes in the 
canoe, plunge into the water, and thence walk up 
naked into his dormitory, to be safe from the fleas. 
It was upon one of these nights that a tapir, and a 
jaguar after it, crashed against his frail ‘‘ rancho” 
with a terrific uproar, startling the lonely sleeper 
not a little.

FAMILIAR TALK, 


CHINESE DISHES, 

Some of the queer dishes with which the Chi- 
nege supply their tables were described in these 
columns last week, but there are others men- 
tioned by Dr. Gray in his very valuable work on 
China, which are quite as strange and as worthy 
of notice. A beverage termed snake-wine is 
sold by Chinese druggists, and held in esteem 
as a remedy for various bodily ills. It consists 
of water and wine in which snakes have been 
boiled toa pulp. “The flesh of the snake,” 
says Dr. Gray, is also eaten by invalids; the 
head is cut off by the well-sharpened edge of a 


| plece of porcelain, and the body, skinned by 
some implement, is fried or boiled, 


The flesh 


is then cut into small pieces, Wich are eaten 
well mixed with the minced flesh of a fowl.” 

Several curious preparations are manufac- 
tured from beans, which are a favorite vegeta- 
ble with the Celestials. One of these dishes is 
called bean-curds. It is made by reducing the 
beans to flour, which is sifted through fne 
cloth, and then boiled for an hour over a slow 
ure. The Cantonese, writes Dr. Gray, “are 
very fond of bean-curds, which are prepared 
during the night, to be ready for the morning 
meal. No sooner has the sun arisen than men 
may be seen in almost every street of the large 
cities and towns of Kwangtung, selling the 
much-relished preparation. It resembles blanc- 
mange so much that, for many months after 
my arrival 4t Canton, I quite thought that it 
was something of that kind.“ Another popu- 
lar method of cooking beans is to place them in 
jars filled with very clear spring-water. The 
water is changed everv four hours for a period 
of seven days, at the end of which each bean 
will be found to have sent forth a tender shoot. 
In this condition the vegetable is sold in the 
markets as a great dainty. 

The list of fruits raised by the Chinese in 
their gardens and orchards is very long, and 
comprises the peach, apricot, custard-apple, 
rose- apple, pine-apple, pear, plum, walnut. 
date, cocoa, plaintain, banana, persimmon, cit- 
ron, orange, lemon, quince, guava, olive, pome- 
2 and vine. They also have a fruit called 

i-chi, which is of the size of a strawberry,— 

the stone being iuclosed im soft, succulent pulp 
of very delicious flavor; the lung-ngon, or 
dragon’s eye; the wampee, whose fruit, about 
the size of a pigeon’s egg, is much esteemed; 
and the carambolo.’’ Orchards devoted to the 
culture of the carambolo are very numerous, 
and in the autumn, when the fruit is ripe, they 
are in a state of perpetual clangor from the 
beating of gongs by boys hired for the purpose, 
and without waom the birds would consume 
more than half the fruit.“ 

Cinnamen is among the produets of the Prov- 
inces of Kwang-si and Yunnan. The cinnamon- 
tree, a member of the Laurel familv. often at- 
tains in its wila state a hight of forty feet or 
more, and a diameter of a foot and a half. But, 
under cultivation, the main stem is cut, as the 
best cassia is obtained from shoots springing 
from the roots, which are not allowed to grow 
over nine or ten feet high. The shrubs thus 
formed,’’ relates Dr. Gray, generally consist 
of five or six shoots, and are covered with [oli- 
age, which, from reddish-yellow in the first in- 
stance, eventually become green. They 
are in full bloom in the month of Jan- 
uary, and the flowers, which are in clusters, 
are white. A supply of plants is main- 
tained in some instances by seed, and in others 
by transplanting saplings. The latter art plant- 
eG three or four feet apart, and are pruned at 
stated intervals, so that they never reach their 
natural hight. In two years they yield bark, 
after which they are barked twice a year, at the 
close of the former and of the latter rains. The 
heavy rains with which tropical lands are visit- 
ed are said to render this process—in which 
knives specially made for stripping the bark are 
used —an easy one. When removed, the bark is 
exposed to the sun for a couple of days, so that 
it may in some measure ferment. The epider- 
mis is then stripped off, after wuich the bark 
gradualiy dries and assumes a tubular form.”

HISTORICAL FICTION. 

There are some valuable hints with regard to 
the uses of historical novels and dramas, put 
forth by Mr. Justin Winsor, of Harvard Uni- 
versity, in an article in the last Library Journal. 
The aim of Mr. Winsor’s paper is to show how 
a college-library is to be utilized by college- 
classes in history, literature, ete.; but the sug- 
gestions he presented go far beyond their in- 
tended application. Readers and students out 
of school will find their interest in a work of 
fiction introducing historical pérsons and events 
greatly enhanced by supplementing its perusal 
with an investigation of the actual facts which 
have been seized by the novelist as the basis of 
his romance. As Mr. Winsor remarks, the al- 
lurements of research“ are very rarely under- 
stood by student or reader; but a slight ex- 
perience reveals the extent and charm of this 
a profitable amusement. 

r. Winsor supposes a Professor addressing 
his pupils in history in the following manner: 
„Gentlemen, we will take up in March the 

riod of the Norman Conquest of England. 
Mr. Bright, you must be prepared on Bulwer’s 
‘Harold’ to analyze the events, and compare 
them with what you deem the best contem- 
— authorities. Mr. Somers, you take 

ingeley’s * Hereward,’ and criticise his esti- 
mates of the Saxons, and point out his diver- 
gencics from historic truth. Mr. 
Hammond, I lJleaye for you WNapier’s 
novel of ‘ William the Condueror; you 
may treat the book in ony way you please, as 
illustratave of the time. Mr. Sportman, I want 
you to compare Tennyson’s ‘Harold’ and 
Leighton's ‘Sons of Godwin’ as plots, where 
the movement is more or less regulated by his- 
torical records, and give usa picture of Saxon 
England at that time as you read it in thes® re- 
spective dramas. The rest of you, gentiemen, 
l refer for study to the authorities. Mr. Win- 
son goes on farther in laying out work for the 
class, but enough has been quoted to indicate 
the manner in which historical fiction may be 
made the means of delightful instruction. 


ART GOSSIP. 

Work on the new wing of the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts will begin in May. The 
plan provides for a large picture-gallery, an 
“ Allston Room,“ apartments for cabinet-pict- 
ures, casts, etc., etc. 

Mr. Holman Hunt, who has been seriously Il 
at Jerusalem, is now recovering, and is expected 
to return to England at Easter. He will bring 
with him an important picture which is very 
nearly completed. 


George Cruikshank left a considerable collec- 
tion of his works, consisting of books, prints, 
and water-color drawings, which he was reluctant 
to part with during his life-time, but which will 
now be offered at public sale. It is said that tue 
original desigus of the illustrations to ** Oliver 
Twist,“ and a series of designs for the Falstaff 
illustrations, are embraced in the collection. 


The Connecticut Museum of Industrial Art, 
established in New Haven in 1876, aims to work, 
on a reduced scale, after the plan of the insti- 
tution at South Kensington.

ma'‘ntaining schools in all braaches of art, un- 
Cr the auspices of the institution. 


A painting representing The Triumph of 
Bacchus,” and said to be a genuine Rubena, is 
on exhibition at the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston.

The third plate shows us a work of the 
German school, — The Toilette, by Auguste 
Ludwig. In thus scene we have the pretty 
spectacle of a young mother giving the 
daily bath to ber beloved infant, which hes 
on the pillow defore her, a picture 
of sweet innocence.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 
Tue Oak Famity.—The Cuperlifers is an 
important familv of trees and shrubs, which in- 
habit both the New and Old World. They con- 
stitute a large part of the forests of the Tem- 
perate, Zones in Europe, Asia, and North Amer- 
ica, and of the mountainous regions of the“ 
Tropics. They are rare in Babary and Chili, and 
the southern parts of South America, and 
are wanting altogether at the southern extrem- 
ity of Africa. They have simple, alternate 
leaves, furnished with very deciduous stipules, 
and monzcious flowers. The sterile blossoms 
are in catkins or capitate clusters, and the fer- 
tile are solitary, clustered or spiked. The fruit 
is a one-seeded nut, inclosed singly, or two or 
three together, in a husk or cap (cupule). The 
order embraces eight genera and about 265 


and of these we enumerate in our flora a haif- 
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ine Red Sut 
C. rubra, bas a shallow cup that leaveg the long 
acorn well exposed, pinnatifid leaves turning 
red after frost, and dark y bark. The 
Swamp Spanish or Pin Oak, K is a 
species much less common in our flora than the 
others mentioned. It is a tree of middle size, 
growing in low grounds, with fotiage deeply 
pinnatifid. 

The oak is from 120 to 400 years attaining its 
full size, and lives to the age of 600 or even 
1,000 years, The bark abounds in tannin, 
and also in a bitter principle called Quercine, 
which is used in febrifuges, tonics, etc. The 
acorns are nourishing food for swine, and have 
been often resorted to, in times of scarcity, by 
rapes: * * reer 2 the yt flavor 

extract uryin em in e ground 
awhile. The Ballots Oak, Q. Fault in the 
north of Africa, produces acorns that are regu- 
larly marketed in Algeria and Spain. The oaks 
of Java generally have entire leayes, The Q. 
viminalu, 9 native of the Volges, crows onl 
six or eight feet high, and, with slender, tou 
branches, makes an excellent hedge-plant. 
Nurserymen have perpetuated many ornamen 
varieties of oak, among which is a Weeping 
9 e . and a variety 
with boughs growing close to the stem, like the 
Lombardy Poplar, 

The Cork-Oak, Q. suber, yields the cork of 
ecommerce. It is a native of the south of 
Europe and north of Africa, and is a thickly- 
branched tree, from twenty to forty feet high. 
Ite evergreen leaves are en with cerrated 
edges, and the fruit resembles the chestnut in 
taste. The outer, dead layers of the bark have 
the spongy, cellular tissue with which every 
one is familiar. If not removed, they crack and 
flake off in large pieces. The cork gathered for 
use is stripped off a year or two before it would 
naturally fall away, and this process is repeated 
every six or eight years. A tree will yield crops 
ef cork for nearly 150 years. 

From the Gall-Oak, Q. infectoria, a serubby 
bush inhabiting Asia Minor, the largest oak- 
galls are obtained, They are produced by the 
sting of the gall-insect, Cynips insana, and are 
the size of a plum, and highly colored. These 
are the Dead-Sea applies or apples of Sodom, 
attractive tothe eye, but filled with a gritty, 
bitter substance that is like ashes on the tongue. 
Several other species of oak yield galis that are 
used, like these, in dyeing, 

The insect called Kermes, which been 
much employed as a dyestuifl, is found on the 
leaves of the Kermes-Ash, Q. coccifera, alow 
shrub, with evergreen, spiny leaves, like the 
Holly. It grows in Southeastern Europe, 
where many persons make a livelinood by col- 
lecting the Kermes, Coccus ilicis, from its 
leaves. The female insect attaches itself to the 
voung foliage, and remains immovable, grow- 
ing to the size of a pea. The Kermes are 
scraped off the trees with the finger-nail, and 
thrown into vinegar, after which they are dried 
in the sun or in an oven, They are then used to 
dye a blood-red color. 

The leaves of the Manna-Oak, O. mannifera, 
found iu the mountains of Kurdistan, secrete in 
hot weather a sweet, mucilaginous substance, 
which is made into sweetmeats that are greatly 
esteemed. The Live Oak, Q, virens, an ever- 

en species abounding in the Southern States, 
urnishes timber that is, for ita hardness and 
durability, of great value in shipbuilding. 

One of the most beautiful trees of the Oak 
family is the Beech, Fagus ferruginea, whose 
graceful, flexuous branches are covered on the 
upper side with a fine spray of short, upright 
branchlets. The rounded, billowy masses of 
foliage, swaying up and down in the breeze with 
a gentle, undulating motion, give this tree a 
peculiarly — and poetic charm. The 
flowers appear with the leaves in the spring, and 
the sweet-tasting fruit every one knows. The 
28 ig rare hereabouts, but occurs at Michi- 
gan City. 

We have one species of the pretty Hazel-nut, 
Corylus Americana, growing iu abundance in 
our thickets. Itisa shrub flowering early in 
spring, and bearing afterward thin, double 
toothed leaves. The nuts are edible, but in- 
ferior to the fruit of the Asiatic species, C. 
Avellana, which is known in the market und 
the name of Filbert. 5 

Tue Hop- Hornbean. Ostrys Virgiuica, Is not 
common, yet is found near Winnetka Itisa 
slender tree, with foliage resembling the Birch, 
aud fruit, full-grown lu August, a 
attention from its curious similarity to the t 
of the Hop. The wood of the Hornbean is so 
hard that it is often called Irou- wood. 

The same popular names distinguishing the 
above are also given to the species Carpinus 
Americana, which is occasionally mingled with 
the forest-trees along the Desplaines River at 
Riverside. This last Is a tall shrub or tree, ten 
to twenty feet high,.and with the characteristic 
appearance, in foliage and inflorescence, of the 
Facus and Ostrya. The bark is smooth and 
gray in hue, and the wood, white and hard. 

Chestnut, Castanea, isa member of the 
Cuperlifera, but the genus is not represented in 
our flora.

SNAKE-CHARMING. 

A very interesting description of the manner 
in which the snake exercises its power of charm- 
ing is furnished by a correspondent in Forest 
and Stream. That the snake has any peculiar 
faculty of fascination, is disputed by many 
writers on science; but the evidence presented 
in the incident to which we have alluded, and 
proceed to quote, strongly tends to prove the 
affirmative of the question. The observer who 
relates the story was, at. the time ot its occur- 
rence, a boy of 18, living in the Town of Lynn, 
Conn. While passing, one morning in April, 
through a rocky and bushy placein some timber- 
land, his attention was arrested by a rattling of 
the dry leaves at the distance of a rod or two. 
Pausing to discern the cause, he saw a black 
snake, five or six feet long, moving two or three 
inches of the end of its tall in rapid or quiver- 
ing vibrations among the leaves. As he had 
often noted the same performance by striped 
snakes, he felt no surprise, but stood watching 
it unconscious of danger. 

“Tn a few moments,” says the narrator, “ the 
vibration was so rapid that I could only see it 
without any form. It was like a splint or straw 
in a strong wind, fastened at one end, so rapid 
was its motion. Soon alter — at it, the 
vibrating portion began to show all the pris- 
matic colors, with such beauty of combination 
that no language can describe it. Seemingiy 
they went through a million of combinations and 
mingling of colors, changes, and recombinations 
with every tint of shade, instantly. I stood en- 
chanted at the most beautiful sight I ever be- 
held, unconscious of danger! Did I say en- 
chanted (charmed, fascinated. 

„Tnere I stood, lost in ecstasy, without mo- 
tion,—bow long I do not know. My eves at 
first seemed a little blurred or dimmed. ere 
was a pleasant, dizzy sensation in my forehead. 
The first I knew 1 felt myself falling to the 
ground. The partial falling frightened me, 
and, in saving the fail, it turned my eyes 
the snake. I felt dizzy,—eyes blurred,—mus- 
cles and perves unsteady. n my fright at my 
condition, I went for that snake.’ 

The snake stood ftse ground, rising two 
feet or more, and meeting its antagonist with 
forked tongue protruded and a manner of de- 
flant courage; but it was finally dispatched by 
the determined youth. Dufing the season in 
which this incident occurred, the same youth bad 
an opportunity of testing the fascinatin wers 
of four other black snakes, all of which were 
from four to five feet in length. But in these 
succeeding cases he was careful to avert his eyes 
from the vibrating toil' as soon as the prismatic 
colors began to exercise their charm. On the 
last occasion he called his two brothers, who 
were near, to assist in the experiment. 

“We looked at the snake alternately,“ he 
says, and then would turn each other away. 
When we all looked away, he stopped. Let an 
of us move, he rattled the leaves; if we look 
at him, he to charm till we looked off. 
He knew instantly when we turned our eyes 
from him. Our experiment continued a half- 
hour, till we w well and fully satisfied of 
snakes’ powers tq fascinate, and their mode. I 
have tried to as clear an idea of the fact as 
Jean. But no ption can be given so that, 
unseen, it can be prehended.”’

METHODS OF PROPAGATION. 
From Fern Lear, Otrrawa.—In propagating 
woody plants, as roses, etc., the test of breaking 
or snapping does not apply. These will root, yet 
we find they will do better if allowed to ect hard- 
er. Cuttings of fleshy-leaved plants, particularly 
the cacti, will root mach better if allowed to re- 
main forty-eigbt hours after division from the pa- 
rent stem before being planted; many leave them 
over a week. If you use a bell glass over your cut- 
tings, use one proportioned to the size of your 
plant, and never place a large giass over a small 
cutting. Bouvardias, anemone, japonica, caly- 
canthus, etc.. are increased by cuttings, but not 
freely; while they are increased by cuttings of the 
roots with the 4 — ease. here roots are 
thickly covered with latent, or, as they are termed, 
adventitious, buds; these are cat in pieces two 
inches long, though some say one-half inch will 
answer, and — in your propagating bed. Cover 
with an eighth of an inch of sand, mixed with leaf 
mold or sifted refuse hops, They may be treatcd 
as you would any 2 only you never need to 
shade root cuttings. ater aringiy till they 
have freely started — their covering. Keep 
the temperature high. It is not always neces- 
sary to have the cutting from the end of 
the branch; pieces from the middle will answer 
aswell. Spring and early summer are the times 
to start cuttings, thoagh many kinds will grow at 
any season. In June, July, and August, when 
the thermometer is at 90 degrees in the shade, we 
cannot succeed as we can when at 70 degrees. 
This twenty degrees makes a great difference, and 
the reader will please bear in mind that ia every 
case of failure it can without doubt be traced either 
to the ansui condition of the cutting, irregu- 
larity of moi#t@re, or temperature. Another point 
of importance, and one very liable to neglect, is 
to pot off the cuttings at once, when rooted, no 
matter how email the roots may be. If only one- 
half inch in length, they are in much better condi- 
tien than when two inches in length. and the oper- 
ation is much shorter. One great evil in delaying 
to pot the cuttings is that when left too long they 
grow up weak for want of room, and the roots do 
not strike freely into the soil, but decome hard and 
woody. Great care must be exercised with these 
infantile plants in regard to shade and moisture, 
lest aad t lose ite lower leaves, thus weakening. 
ita vitality and subjecting it to disease. With but 
few exceptions, entti should never be put into 
pots exceeding two and one-half inches in diame- 
ter, for dy giving it too much food you limit its vi- 
tality. ave your soil fine, for itis more congenial 
tothe tenderroots. After pottinz, place themona 
table or bench, covered with an inch or two of 
sand, und water freely with a fine rose-watering 
pot, and treat for a few days as if still in the 
1 bed. Now is your time to have 

ealthy or sickly plants, therefore do not let them 
wilt from drought or excess of heat. A system 
called the ‘‘saucer system of propagating *’ may 
be used by all amateurs, and with good results. 
Fill a saucer or glate to the depth of an inch or 
two with sand, and insert the cuttings close enough 
to touch each other; then water the sand till it will 
absorb no more. and place the dish where it will 
t the sun continually. No shade is necessary, 
t water must be kept well supplied, for, being 
exposed to the sun as they are, if allowed to wilt 
in the least, your efforts will be defeated. A high 
temperature can be maintained without injury. as 
the slips are in reality in water, and will not wilt 
as they wonld if in the propagating bed at the 
same temperature. Still, the detached slip, until 
rooied, will not endure a continuat.on of excessive 
heat; so we should root all cuttings in this manner 
before the heat of summer approaches, and no at- 
tempt should be made to root cuttincs—unless of 
a tropical nature—in June, Julv. and August. 
To make this more plain, you may succeed wel! 
the first of June, or you may the last of August, 
while perhaps the first of September wili be 
extremely warm, and you cannot succeed at all. 
Seasous differ so widely that with the hints al- 
ready given you, and trusting to your good judg- 
ment, I think you will succeed, for it is impossible 
to lay down specific rules. Every one who has ever 
attempted the propagation of plants in July and 
August are aware of the perplexing difficulties, no 
matter what system or process is resorted to. In 
those months plants of a succulent nature, such as 
carnations, geraniums, etc., grow rapidly, and the 
shoots are consequently soft and watery, and how 
many of us know from dear experience that they 
are certain to damp off instend of rooting. You 
have a choice geranium, and must start a few from 
it, but you wish to safely increase it. Layering, 
in the usual way, in a plant of this kind is of 
course impracticable. To take off cuttings wouid 
only weaken an alreaay feeble pat. aud the pros- 
pect of rooting cuttings in hot weather nearly 
hopeless. A compromise is therefore decided on, 
which, for want of a better term, is called lavér- 
ing in the air. The shoot is tonguedin the man- 
ner of an ordinary layer. To tongue it, cut one - 
third the distance through the shoot, andthen make 
a slit an inch in length; this will form what florists 
term a tongue. This method has the effect to 
arrest the upward flow of ‘the sap at the 
incision, which, of course, acts, to a certain 
extent. as ifthe shoot had been taxen off, and in- 
duces branches to form below the layer, thus pro- 
viding shoots for further operations. The effect 
en the vigor of the plant is much better than if the 
la ver or shoot had been detached, for by the time 
it takes to get hardened, or form a callous, the 
shoots branching out below the cut are fit to sup- 
ply the loss of foliage sustained when the layer or 
cutting is detached. The cutting or layer is in con- 
dition to be cnt off in in five or six days from the 
time it was tongued, and will not only be healed 
up, but in such a condition that ic will quickly send 
forth roots. and present a well-ripened, firm state, 
not easily described. bat readily detected by the 
experienced pro tor. When detached they 
should be trea as ordinary cuttings. During 
very wet seasons plants operated on in this man- 
ner produced roots half an inch in length as they 
hung in the air, but this was of no special advan- 
tage, as those that merely heal up and callous 
make just as fine plants as those that had formed 
roots before being cut off. Plants thus formed 
make much finer plants than regular layers, as they 
are really cuttings, and consequently, unlike lay- 
ers, are not long dependent on the parent stem for 
support. By this system of propagation you can 
double yous stock of rare planta, which it would 
be perfectly impractable to do the usual 
manner Guring the hot monthe. I will try soon to 
tell you how to propagate by means of a leaf. but 
just now it seems to me there is a more important 
subject, at least one which you need just now, but 
I will not forget the leaf lesson. I will tell you 
some day more particulars concerning the calla 
lily ; for the present I have only time to say to the 
many inquiring, do not take it out of the pot and 
let it dry; leave it in the pot and turn on tne side. 
I have tried this pian, but think I succeed still bet- 
ter to sink the pot in a shady place and let it care 
for itself. I fear the feason so many of you have 
not succeeded better is because your soil was not 
rich enough; they are fond of very rich soil. out 
do not give it to them now; dict them through the

My low and 
tones are clear and tolerably strong, oat why is 
the middle of my voice so insignificant, or un- 
pleasant in quality?“ In almost every case, with. 
out having heard the voices, from the written de- 
scription of their faults, weaknesses, and pee 
ities, 1 judge them to be light and high 
Now, there is one fact to which little or No atten. 
tion seems to be paid by singing-teachers in gen- 
eral. which is, that voices often have what the 
Italians call, Una buca nella voce, — hole in tae 
voice, and in light sopranos this weak Spot is 
found in the middie tones, from G, second line, up 
to C sharp, third space; therefore, these tones 
should be sung verv carefally; and it is of no use 
for the posseesor of such a voice totry to strength- 
en this dangerous spot, for it cannot be done 
injury to these tones and almost the ruin of those 
nextabove.

The Captain and crew 
who picked up the cylinder, an abandoned waif, 
tie sport of angry waves in the ever-vexed Bay of 
Biscay, claimed salvage, to which they were en- 
titled by the maritime codes of atl gountrics 
and times. They valued the Needle at a sum 
sv large that Mr. Erasmus Wilson, at whose cost 
it was brought over from Alexandria and will be 
erected in London, felt inclined rather to leave 
the obelisk on the sailors’ hands tuan pay such 
an immense amount for its recovery. The law 
happily provides a remedy for such a disagree- 
ment between parties. This is afforded by an 
appeal to the Admiralty Court in London. Ac- 
cordingly, the case was lateiy brought before 
Sir Robert Philimore, Judge of that Court. 
Tbe owner declared that Cleopatra’s Needle,“ 
after all he bad spent upou it, was not worth 
more than a few — pounds. It was con- 
tended by counsel for the salvors that it was a 
monument of antiquity of almost incalculable 
yalue,—half a million pounds sterling at the 
very least. After bearing the arguments 
pro aml con, the Judge decided that 
its value might be fairly estimated 
at $15,000. There is no appeal 
irom that decision, though the general Opinion 
was thet it overestimated the value of the 
monolith. Subsequently, under arbitration, 
the sum of $10,000 has been awarded, the obe- 
lisk owner to pay all costs, but law charges in 
Engiand being very much lower than in this 
country, this will probably not. exceed $500 or 
$600. Toerect the Needle ou the ‘Thames’ em- 
bankment, which will be immediately done, 
may increase the charges some $2,000 more, 
making the whole cost (of deportation, salvage, 
aud erection) about 880.600, whereas to remove 
the obelisk of Luxor from Thebes to France, 
and erect it in the Place de la Concorde, Varis, 
cost the French Government $400,000. In the 
case of Cleopatra’s Needle, Dr. Erasmus WIl- 
son liberally defrays all the exveuses.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
New York Sun, 

About two years ago, Mr. J. B. Fuller invent 
ed and exhibited an electric machine for tele- 
graphic purposes. It then occurred to him that 
the same apparatus might, with some changes, 
be made to produce an electric light, and, after 
considerable labor, he perfected his invention. 
It was in operation on Saturday evening in the 
rear of Maltby’s oyster depot, at 11 Greenwich 
avenue. A small steam engine furnishes the 
motive power for the machine, which is very 
simple, consisting of an armature revolving be- 
tween the poles of a powerful electro-magnet. 
A strong current of electricity is thus gener- 
ated. Two electric wires are attached to the 
machine, and they convey the electricity to the 
various burners. Each of these burners con- 
sists of two sticks of carbon, ‘separated 
by a piece of glass, which are attached 
in an upright position to the wires. 
The electricity is ignited by the apovlication 
of ap ordinary piece of metal to the burn- 
ers. The light thus produced is dazzlingiy 
brilliant and very beautiful, so far surpassing 
the ordinary gas-light that the latter looks 
yellow and dirty beside it. Any number of 
lights may be supplied by the same wires, and 
Mr. Fuller has succeeded in so subdividing the 
current of electricity that any one of the lights 
can be extinguished without affecting in the 


slightest degree the other lights ou the same 


circuit. This had pot been accomplished before. 
Mr. Fuller says be can light bduflamgs in avy 
part of the city by extending his wires to them 
through the streets. He also says he can light 
the streets with electricity, and to prove this he 
has stretched his wires to a post on the sidewalk 
in front of the building, where he keeps a light 
burning every evening. This light is far more 
brilliant than any calcium-ligat, and illuminates 
the street for a block. One of these lights 
would uluminate a whole block, and far better, 
too, than a dozen or more of street-lamps. In 
lighting up a house, porcelain or ground-glass 
shades are used for soitening the glare of the 
The cost of production is very slight, 
much less than that of the ordinary gas.

There is in our city now a colored man who 
for fifteen years past has been steadily turning 
white. He says that before the War he was the 
slave of Mr. Winston, now living near Union 
City, Tenn., and that apy one doubting that he 
is a negro can have those doubts set at rest by 
writing to his old master. He has farmed near 
Columbus, Ky., for seven years past, and his 
children, all black, have grown up and are mar- 
ried. He says that the change in the color of 
his skin began filteem years ago, in a spot 
the size of a three-cent piece, on his 
right wrist, and has deen spreading 
until now the only black left 
upon his person are a few spots on his bands, 
and a mask, as it were, on his face, extendirg 
from his forehead to his mouth, with the excep- 
tion of his eyebrows, which are white, the hair 
on them being black and straight like a white 
man’s. The skin of the head, neck, and body 
is a healthy flesh color like that of any white 
mau, and is tender and easily blistered by the 
sun, and his hair is getting straight like a white 
man’s. The first impression upon seeing him is 
that his face has been painted with iodine, but 
his eyes are the unmistakable color of a negro's. 
His name is Henry Winston. He says that soon 
after the change began he was examined by 
twelve physicians at New Orleans, and they told 
him not to be alarmed; it was a healthy change, 
and would not injure his life.

FIN ANCIAL. 


A somewhat * State of affairs prevaile 
in this city. Business is good, but banking is bad. 
The wholesale dealers, as our commercial columns 

show, are having a good trade; buyerg are numer- 
ous, purchases large, and prices remunerative, 
though not inflated. The manufacturing industry 
of the city is growing. More was done in hog- 
packing last year than in any preceding year. The 
lumber interest is unusnelly prosperous this 
spring.- Chicago receipts of hogs and breadstuffs 
were heavier in the first quarter of 1878 than 
in any previous year. Take the commercia 
and manufactaring interests of the city, sep- 
arately and asa whole, und they will make s very 
favorible comparison with the business of any 
year since the panic. And yet the banks are com- 
plaining of hard times. They report that their 
discount levies are low, —lower than they ought to 
be, —and lower than they were at s time last 
year. There are instances in which the loans are 
less than the capital and surplas. Tne weekly 
clearing show that the business done by the banks, 
after making all allowances for the decline in 
prices and the reduction in the number 
vf the banks, i¢ tess than that of 
4877. Banking operations sre falling behind, 
while commercial and mannfacturing activity is 
/yrowing. What are the causes of this peculiar 
‘state of affairs? They are various. A very much 
rreater amount of business than ever before is now 
lone for cash; goods are sold on short time, and in 
Rereat many cases on open accounts; speculative 
enterprises of all sorts that once used a great deal 
of banking capital are now unknown; lower prices 
and more conservative methods have made many of 
‘pur business men able to get along without bor- 
rowed capital, just as the lumbermen, although 
their business is very good, are not borrowing to 
any extent. The effect of all this is that less bank- 
ing capita) is now used in this city in proportion to 
the amount of business done than has before been 
the case. In plain English, the banking capital 
here, notwithstanding the failure of banks and re- 
ductions of banking capital, is still redundant. 

The loan market was better supplied with funds 
than with borrowers. There i are offerings of 
small miscellaneous lots of mercantile and mana- 
facturing paper, which, asa rule. found ready ac- 
ceptance. Rates were 7@10 per cent. The orders 
from the country for carrency were not large. New

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GHKEENBACKS AT A PREMIUM IN SAN FRANCISOO. 
An extraordinary financial event, in a smal) way, 
is the appreciation of the greenback in San Frau- 
above gold, for small payments, The San 
Francisco Bulletin says that but for a fear of some 
paper expansion greenbacks, would soon 
pass into circulation in California. They have for 
some time been more valuable there than subsidi- 
ary miver. Greenbacks have been sold for 3 per 
cent premium in silver. As the premium on gold, 
at the same time, as based on subsidiary silver, 
was only 2. 40 0 per cent, it follows that on small 
backs are more valuable than gold. 
This appreciation ‘has restricted the use of the 
notes in post-office circles, subsidiary silver being 
need instead, so far as possible. The operation 
results in sending this coin to the office of the Sub- 
Treasurer, and thus relieving the market from a 
on of the heavy discount. The late apprecia- 
tion in subsidiary silver has been of the most per- 
manent character in San Francisco, and the dis- 
count is now emailer than it has been in over two 
years. This premium on greenbacks in San Fran- 
cisco is a striking fact, in the face of the past re- 
fusal of California to recognize the legal-tepder in 
any way, and ought to go far to convince the 
people of that State that in adhering as closely as 
they have to the actual use of coin only, and in 
rejecting the modern paper-money representa- 
tives of coin, they have stayed behind the age. 
SILVER. 

The Government on Friday, April 5, purchased 
300, 000 ounces of dore silver of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia at 81. 202 an ounce, 1, 000 fine, equivalent 
to 54% pence an ounce, British standard, in Lon- 
don. The London price at the same time was 54 
pence. The difference paid by the Government 
represents freight, interest, étc., which the Gov- 
ernment would have had to pay on the purchase if 
made in London. The threatened rupture between 
the Government and Flood & O’Brien, regarding 
the purchase of silver, has occutred. Fidéd & 
O’Brien insist upon getting from the Government 
the-market price in London, with the cost of 
transportation added, while Secretary Sherman 
has refused to purchase except at the London 
price, less the cost of delivery. Flood & O'Brien 
complain that the Secretary, by telegraph. offered 
the Bank of Californin 54% pence an ounce, while 
on the same day he offered the Nevada Bank only 
an pence an ounce. Silver has recently arrived 
from F urop in considerable amounts. This week 
the City of Richmond brought in $1,175,000 and 
the Herman $625, 000, a total of 81. 800. 000. Al) 
of it is for the mint, and makes $3,000, 000 Of sil- 
ver that has already arrived from Europe for coin- 
age into the new silver dollars.

The leading produce markets were rather weak 
yesterday. Provisions, wheat, and corn all de- 
clined, while oats were ecasier, and barley was 
stronger. The British markets were tame, and 
consols firmer, which were accepted as confirma- 
tory of the idea that great significance attends the 
announcement that Russia is unable to obtain 
anotner loan. The majority of operators 
who expressed an opinion on the sub- 
ject, spoke as if the fact was 
equivalent to an abandonment of the idea of more 
war, and they expected peace so strongly that 
prices weakened under the offerings made by men 
who believed that still lower prices must 
prevail. Our receipts were fair in volume, 
with a moderate shipping movement, and appar- 
ently few speculative orders on outside account. 
The news came too late to draw many orders from 
the country, but local operators were sufficiently 
bearish in their views, and weakness prevailed. 
The weather was lowering, but less importance is 
attached now than usual tothe existence of clouds, 
or the advent of storms, because the operations of 
the farm are much more forward than ordinary, 
and 8 long set-back would not necessarily be Tal 
to a good yield next harvest. 

There was a liberal distribution of staple and 
fancy dry goods, both the city and country trade 
ordering generously. Jobbers report a more than 
ordinarily active movement for the time of year, 
and speak hopefally of the remaining weeks of the 
spring season. Prices are steadily and firmly held. 
Grocegies met with a good general demand, and 
again ruled firm and steady. Dried fruits were 
reasonably active, and for prunes and raisins the 
tendency of prices seemed to be slightly upward. 
Fish were in good request at unchanged prices. 
Butter and cheese were dealt in very eparingtiy, 
and prices continaed to favor buyers. Oils remain 
about steady. Leather, tobacco, bagging, paints, 
coal, an’ wood were quoted as before. 

The lumber market was again active and steady. 
The stock of dry stuff is broken, and dealers are 
trading freely with each other. The movement of 
lumber is chiefly to the West, but the domestic 
trade is improving, and the local sales are consid- 
erably larger than last month, There does not ap- 
pear to be any change in the general situa- 
tion in the pineries. The log drives are com- 
ing out slowly in the Lake Michigan district, 
but there is danger that the Mississippi River sec- 
tion will again be short of a stock, the outlook for 
running the logs out of the streams being even 
worse now than 8 year ago.
